Tokyo, Yesterday. 

After a prolonged examination, 
the results of which has been 
withheld by the Police, the assail- 
ant of Mr. Takayuki Hamaguchi; 
the Prime Minister of Japan, has 
been formally indicted on a 
charge of attempted murder. 

A ‘bulletin issued this morning 
indicates marked improvement in 
Mr. Hamaguchi’s condition. ' He 


lis practically out of danger, and 


there is no sign of peritonitis 

having set in.

Bulletins issued during the day 
indicate satisfactory progress in 
the condition of Mr. ‘Hamaguchi.

The Police continue to with- 
hold statements .concerning the 
result of the examination of Mr. 
Hamaguchi's assailant, but it is 
increasingly evident that -opposi- 
tion to the Naval Treaty was the 
primary motive. Like the Pre- 
mier,, Mr. Hara’s assassin nine 
years ago, Mr. Hamaguchi's as- 
sailant is apparently o weak- 
minded youth, ~whose warped 
sense of patriotism led him to 
imagine that he was doing a pa- 
triotic act in shooting the . Pre- 
mier. é 

The general public of Japan, 
including his pofitical enemies, 
are indignant at the attempt.on 
the Premier’s life, and the leading 
newspapers are unanimous in de- 
ploring the comparative frequency 
of such incidents, which. they 
characterise 23 “shameful in a 
constitutional country, whatever, 
the motive may be.” ~ 

‘Baron Shidehara. 

Subject to the Emperor's ap- 
proval, the Cabinet has decided 
to appoint Baron Shidehara as 
Acting Prémier pending Mr. 
Hamaguchi’s recovery. 

‘The latest bulletins continue to 
indicate that the doctors are well 
satisfied with Mr. Hamaguchi’s 
progress, It is considered that 
he will be out of danger to- 
morrow, if the present progress 
continues, as. there is still’ no 
sign of peritonitis.

NEWFOUNDLAND'S FREE 
PORT. 


The Legislature of Newfound- 
land has given sanction ‘to a-pro- 
ject containing the ‘germ of a 
wide expansion of int -Imperint 
and, indeed, international trade. 
The intention is to create a free 
port—the only’ free port on the 
continent—at Mortier Bay, an in- 
let of Placentia Bay, on the south 
coast of Newfoundland, which 
‘shall constitute a transfer’ point, 
or ocean clearing-houses, for 
goods in transit between the 


markets:of the world, the indus- 
trial region of the Great Lakes, 
and the°Canadian - and . United 
States Middle-West and West. 
The scheme is based on the 
geographical situation of New- 
foundland and on the advantage 
of water over rail transport. It 
will eliminate the present costly 


“rail haul by providing all-water 


transportation, A connecting 
service of specially constructed 
vessels could use the existing 
canals and locks of the St. Law- 
rence without waiting for the 
deepening. of that river.. What 
this'means. in . economy ‘may be 
gathered from the -estimate in 
‘the Report of-the International 
Joint Commission that one ton a 
rail-mile cost as: much as , six 
-tons-a' water-mile. . ..Theadvant- 
age is intensified by the rapid 
growth of the Great Lakes | in- 
dustries and by the | increasing 
traffic congestion of the United 
States railway lines and terminal.|- 
ports.

MIGRATION. 


‘Unexplained Facts of 
Insect World. — 


Discussiig “Migration among 
the Lepidoptera” in the Zoology 
Section of the, British Association 
Mr, -C. B. Williams 
(Edinbargh University) sald that 
most people. knew - that locuats 
migrated, but few! realized that 
n . : F 
similar, movements took place In 
the case of other insects, and pare 
tidularly in the dragon flies, but- 
‘terflles,. and moths. . 

The evidence for such move- 
ments was chiefly of two kinds. 
First, it was found that some in- 
secta existed over large areas only 
for a short time, and after a 
period of absence. appeared again 
suddenly in large — numbers. 
Secondly, observers in the tropics 
often saw hundreds of thousands 
of butterflies moving steadily» in 
one direction, sometimes for hours 
on end, and sometimes evens for 
days and weeks, | : 

The Monarch or Milkweed but- 
terfly of North America was found 
during the summer, throughout the 
greater part of the contiftent, even 
making’ as far north as Hudgor 
Bay. In the Autumn all the in- 
dividuals in the north collected to- 
gether in great bands and flew a 
thousand or so miles south to the 
Gulf States or Southern California, 
where they spent the Winter eling- 
ing in masges to trees. In. the 
Spring the bands-broke Op, and the 
butterflies. flew north, laying eggs 
as they went ‘to repopulate the 
whole area, some completing an- 
other 1,000 or 1,500 miles flight on 
the return journey. 


Flight Against The Wind. 


In Europe, North Africa, and 
Western Asia the greatest migrant 
wag the Painted Lady, butterfly, 
which in the spring crossed the 
Sahara and Egyptian deserts from 
some almost unknown sources. to 
the south, crossed the Mediter- 
ranean, often in hundreds of thou- 
sands, and flew more or less north- 
ward through Europe, usually 
reaching the British shores in

PRISON FOR: 
SCHOLAR. 


Indignation at Treason 
Charge. 


Horror and indignation have been 
expressed in Slovakia at the treat; 
ment meted out to Professor 
Voitetch: Tuka, the former 
“aplritual leadér’”” of thé Slovak Au- 
tonomists' Movement. 

Professor Tuka, a distinguished 
scholar, who formerly occupied o 
chalr at Bratislava University, was 
charged with treasonable agitation 
in Hungarian interests, 
ed'to flee the -country, and awaited 
arrest. . : 

After .cight .naonths in prison he 
was brought to trial: before a Czech 
court. In ‘spite of the declarations 
of some of the witneases against 
him that they had been terrorised 
into giving evidence, he was sen- 
tenced to fifteen years’ imprison- 
ment. Professor Tuka contended 
strenuously that he had sought only 
autonomy, for Slovakia within the 
Czecho-Slovak State, and that he 
had-no connection with Hungary, 

_ His last appeal against the sen- 
tence has been dismissed. At night 
the authorities transferred him at 
half an hour's notice from the poli- 
tical prisoners to the penal estab- 
Hshment at Leopolistadt to serve 
the heavy sentence. . 
His request to see his wife to say 
farewell,.and to consult his defend- 
ing counsel, was brusquely rejected. 
He protested against the refusal of 
“political prisoner” privileges, say-

MAY CARE” — 


A GOOD IMPRESSION. 


The voice of Mr. Ramon Novarro 

is -heard to advantage in the 
. Queen's Theatre where Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer’a picture “Devil 
May Care” Is being shown. 
‘Lhough not the thrill of-a life. 


. time, Novarro haa certainly got a 


good voice, and, “as a tenor who 
has sung in operns, gives a good 
impression. He. sings “Madame 
Pompadour,” “Charming,” — and 
“Shepherd's Serenade.” 
_ Playing opposite him is Dorothy 
Jordan and she is delightful with 
her singing. Marion Harris, who 
_ renders “Te He Cared,” forms the 
eternal triangle in the’ story. 

The role of Novarro is that of 
Captain Armand. He is a great 
supporter of Napoleon, who in the 
introductory scenes is exiled to 
Elba from France when Louis 
XVIL. becomes king. By a clever 
ruse Armand escapes being shot 
aga traitor who conspires with 
others to get-Napoleon back, Tho 
interest of the plot begins here, 
and Novarra’ keeps one thrilled, 
but not without a good slice of 
humour, ' till the final fade out.
